The
feeling ogainst voling any more money has beon ro
strong that no Ministey has chiosen to eonlront the
House of Commons with saeh a proposal. The an-
puity figed af the time of the Prinee's morvge was
£40,600 & year, with £10,000 a year more to the
Preess. e gets dn addition aboul 70,000 5
year from the Duchy of Caruwall ; aml cousbderalile
sns from vanons eoloneletos aud other sineeures,
Bt it is eonstantiy urged that the expenses thrown
on him on pecount of the Quesn's rebirement from
eeremonidh life nre hoavy ; heavier than were con-
templated when  his income  wos seitled: and
heavier than he can  discharge.

THE SITUATION IN MAINE.

A QUIET DAY AT AUGUSTA.
EVIDENCE AGAINST FUSIONIST CONSPIRATORS AC-
CUMULATING —ALL THE TROOPS UNDER ANMS—
A PROCLAMATION DISPERSING TUHE FUSIONISTS
EXPEOTED BOOYX,

All the State troops in Maine are under
arms, and the State Government is prepared
for any ecmergeney., Yesterday passed  off
quictly in Angusta. Governor Davis says he
decided to eall out the troops only after a
great deal of evidence against the Fusionists
bad been gathered, There is some talk of
issning o proclamation next week ordering
the Fusionist body to disperse, The mock
Legislature has sent the questions published
yesterday to the Supreme Counrt,  An investi-
gation of the reported enlistment of men by
Fusion agents hus been ordered by the Repub-
lican House, Governor Stone, of Mississippi,
has recopnized Governor Davis's title.

CONSOLIDATING 1HE UNION PACIFIC, KANSAS PA-
CIFIC AND DEXVER PACIFIC RATLROADS,

The consolilation of the Union Pacifie, Kansns
Pacifle and Denver Pavcific Roilroads was perfeated
yesterday by the upanimons vote of the direetors
of the three companios. The union of these roads
has been contemplated for a long time, It was
propoaed Inst Fall, when the Wabish amid the St,
Louts, Kanass City nnd Northern Railroads were
ermsolidated, to place them all nmder one manage-
ment. The project was ahandoned, however, on
aeconnt of the opposition  of some of the
largest stockholders of the eonsolidated Wahash
company, It is still belioved by many that the
o of these systems, which are controlled by vir-
taally the samns owners, will be accompished
finnlly.

Neutly all the direetors of the thres Pacific rail-
riids wern present yestorday ot the meeting which
wus Deld at the Union Pacific ofies,  There was no
opposttion to the proposed conselidation. A largs
majority of the stock of  the cotpanies
was repressnted by the persons presont at the mest-
ing. A paper which was preparod after the uil-
jonrnment of the weeting for the approval of
the stockliolders of the Kansas Pacifie Company

THE ACCIDENT ON THE ELEVATED ROAD.
LEAP OF AN EXNGINE ON THE METROPOLITAN LINE
INTO FIGHTH-A VENUE, NEAR O SE-HUNDRED-AND
FORTY-FIFTI-STREET—FAILING  TWENTY-FIVE
FEET WHILY GOING AT HIGH SPEED—THE CON
